An atmosphere of peace and quiet 
hung over Atlanta’s fire headquarters 
on Alabama street, Friday afternoon. 
Stalwart fire laddies lounged and dozed 
downstairs in the warmth spread by 
the big heaters, while engine steeds 
munched complacently at their hay. 

Upstairs the board of firemasters 
were holding its regular session, and 
the scene was quite different from the 
one downstairs. Mayor James 4G. 
Woodward and his friends on the 
board were “stirring things up” and 
taking a whack at everything and ev- 
erybody. 

Gouncilman Jesse B. Lee, of the fifth 
ward, and Fire Chief W. B. Cummings 
occupied the center of the stage of ac- 
tion when the chief charged the fifth 
ward councilman with “framing up a 
job to make Captain W. H. Clowe fire 
inspector,” and the councilman retal- 
lated by telling the fire chief that he 
was an “infamous liar.”’

Lhen the tempest swbhsided—without 
the formality of apology from either

He said that he had 
consulted lawyers as to the legality of 
the Nutting ordinance, and was in- 
formed that it wouldn't have a peg ta 
stand on in the supreme court.

chairman, will meet Monday afternoon 
to determine the amount of the entire 
issue of bofids. 

The committee has already gone 
thoroughly into the matter of advisa- 
bility of issuing bonds at this period 
of the year, and it is the almost unani- 
mous opinion of the committee that 
the city will not experience any diffi- 
culty in finding a market for. the 
bonds. 

Financiers say that the wealth of 
Atlanta—the borrowing margin of the 
city amounting to more than $7,900,000 
—wWwill be a factor which will aid in the 
advantageous sale of the bonds when 
they are marketed.

PACIFIC UNGUARDED, 
SAYS. SEC. DANEELS 


Thinks, However, Atlantic 
Fleet Could Be Rushed 
Through Canal in Time. 
Trouble Over Airships. 


Washington, December 11.——Al- 
though the Pacific coast is not ade- 
quately protected for war, the At- 
lantic fleet conld be rushed through 
the Panama canal while any hostile 
fleet would be delayed by the necessity 
of reducing Manila and Honolulu, in 
the opinion of Secretary Daniels, pho 
continued his testimony today before 
the house naval affairs committee. In 
the course of an all-day examination 
the secretary also discussed the dif- 
ficulties of constructing satisfactory 
airships and submarines, but express- 
ed opposition to “extravagant appro- 
priations” for either of these branches 
| of the service. He predicted that ul- 
timately the government must build 
its own warships in navy yards. 

While Mr. Daniels was before the 
committee the question of military 
preparedneas was again under discus- 
sion on the floor of congress. Sena- 
tor Weeks, of Massachusetts, declar-

Naco, Ariz., December 11.—Fighting 
between the Mexican factions around 
the border town of Naco, Sonora, con- 
tinued today unchecked by the arrival 
of three batteries of United States ar- 
tillery from Fort Bliss. Bullets flew 
over the border while the troops were 
going into camp. One United States 
cavalryman was wounded, a bullet went 
through a stove pipe in an officer's 
and a Mexican woman was shot 
while in her home in the American 
town. 

The two wounded today brought to- 
tal casualties on the American side to 
fifty-one during the two months’ siege 
of Naco, Sonora, by Governor Mayto- 
rena.

Repulsed by Russians 
in Desperate Battles 


INUNION STATION 
UALLED SUICIDE 


Custin D. Harrison Crawled} 


Under Coach of Georgia 
Accommodation, Says As- 
sistant Station Master. 
SUICIDE THEORY DENIED 
BY DEAD MAN’S RELATIVE 


Had No Financial or Fam- 
ily Cares to Drive Him to 
Death, Says Thomas Har- 
per, a Brother-in-Law. 


Custin D. Harrison, 45 years old, a 
dairyman of South Atlanta, was killed 
in the union station beneath the wheels 
of the mixed coach of the Georgia ac- 
commodation train, No. 12, last evening 
at 6 o'clock. The train was slowly 
pulling from the shed on track 4 toward 
the entrance, at Central avenue, when 
the deceased was crushed to death. 

‘TJ consider Harrison's death a case of 
suicide,’ said Assistant Station Master 
W. B. Calhoun. “I was leaning out 
from the rear steps of the coach be- 
neath which he was killed. I noticed 
him draw near the slowly-moving train. 
Noticing him bending forward as 
though about to crawl underneath, | 
shouted a warning at the top of my 
voice, : 

Did Not Heed Warning. 

“Tlarrison, however, gave no heed, 
but threw himself flat across the track 
so néar the trucks that the wheels hit 
his body before I could reach the Dell 
rope. In my excitement I gave such a 
vigorous jerk to the rope that it broke. 
A trainman.inside signalled .Engineer 
<. CC. McDermon, who immediately 
the engine, but not till Harri- 
son's mangled body had been carried 
by the car trucks near to the Central 
avenue crossing. J. V. Jones, the con- 
ductor; J. D. West and myself rushed 
to Harrison, who had never made an 
outcry, and took his ‘ody from _ the 
trucks,”’ 

Thomas FE. Harper, a brother-in-law of 
the deceased, who lives on the Jones- 
boro road, vigorously denied the theory 
of suicide advanced by the rallroad of- 
ficials. “Harrison was a man of the 
most genial disposition,” he said, “and 
was also a total abstainer from liquor. 
He had been closely associated with me 
in our dairy business for about three 
years, and I Know that he had no 
financial or family cares or any other

man Columns Converging 
on Warsaw Receive Decid- 
ed Checks, According to 
Official Report From Pe- 
trograd. 


AUSTRIANS DEFEATED 
AND 25,000 CAPTURED 
BY FORCES OF SERVIA 


Both French and Germans 
Claim Successes in West. 
Kaiser’s Men Driven From 
Trench They Had Taken 
From the French. 


London, December 11.—Of the five 
Austro-German columns which for 
some days appeared to be making 
steady progress in their invasion of 
Poland three have suffered checks, 
according to tonight’s official report 
from Russian headquarters. 

The column making a downward 
stroke from Miawa, on the East Prus- 
sian frontier, reported in one dispatch 
from Petrograd today to be within fif- 
teen miles of Warsaw, was repulsed: 
after an energetic offensive and under 
counter attacks from the Russians 
was compelled to retire at some 
points. 

The attacks of the main German 
column, which had its front on the 
line between Lodz and Lowicz and 
which came down diagonally from 
Thorn, were delivered with great 
force, but, according to the Russian 
account, were repulsed with heavy 
losses to the invaders. That the Ger- 
mans attached great importance to 
the success’ of their attack here is 
shown by the fact that during the two 
days they faced: the Russian trenches 
seven times and were driven back by 
a murderous fire. 

The other column which has suf- 
fered is that. composed 6f German and 
Austrian troops, which had been try- 
ing to outflank the Russian left south 
of Cracow. In this case the Russians 
assumed the offensive and they claim 
‘that after a tenacious resistance they 
defeated the Germans, taking several! 
guns and 2,000 prisoners.

LABOR GOES ON RECORD. 


The resolutions in which the Federation 


of Trades goes on record in favor of a bond 
issue to rehabilitate the school system of 
Atlanta, and specifically commends The Con- 
stitution, are likely to go down as a notable 
document in the civic history of Atlanta. 

Organized labor has seen with crystal 
vision that it is the masses that suffer 
most from inadequate educational facilities 
and the masses that have the right to de- 
| mand that the plant for the upkeep of ‘which 
they are so largely taxed shall be kept at 
concert efficiency. 

The Constitution enlisted in this cam- 
paign in full view of the facts and of the 
urgency of a remedy. Itisa gratification to 
know that our efforts are appreciated, and 
that support may be expected from a source 
go instrumental in the upbuilding of the city. 

The federation is right when it says that 
new schools must be built; changes made in 
schools now standing; and _proper high 
school facilities provided. It is right, also, 
when it ignores the old provincial method of 
making current revenue meet current need 
‘and also the needs of expansion. It recog- 
nizes that the one businesslike and just plan 
is to use the credit of the city for improve- 
ments essentially permanent in their nature 
and in the enjoyment of which posterity 
will have a conspicuous part.

The man of the masses must depend upon 
the city to educate his child, and it is the 
man of the masses who is in the ascendant, 
who has the final voice in this city. 

Here is another significant fact: 

The men of the masses are always the 
hardest to convince as to city expenditure, 
as to whether or not the city got value re- 
ceived from its previous investments. 

The indorsement of the school bond issue 
at this time by the Federation of Trades is 
an answer to the scattering criticism of the 
latest bond issue. 

Not only organized labor, but that large 
class for which organized labor unofficially 
speaks, has put the imprimatur of its ap- 
proval upon the one solution to an approach- 
ing civic crisis. 

Men yho play a commanding role in the 
industries of Atlanta that their 
children shall have a square deal in the way 
of education. 

That fact goes a long way to reassure the 
friends of the schools in this city.

sea, the living fear of death, sudden, without

That is the impression one gets from the 
story of the German submarine raid on the 
English harbor at Dover. Whatever subse- 
quent changes may be made in the tale, that 
impression lingers, etched in as a picture of 
the unnamed terror and possibilities of mod- 
ern warfare. 

Whoever called the submarine the “as- 
sassin of the deep” spoke with the voice of 
inspiration. Survivors from the catastrophe 


of the Cressy, the Hogue and the Aboukir 


tell us of the dreadful abruptness of the at- 
tack by submarine. No time for prepara- 
tion. Not ‘the fraction of a second for 
prayer. A feeling of helpless and baffled 
tension, since one did not know whence or 
where to expect death. Then the end, com- 
plete and tragic. 

Such were partially the conditions at Do- 
ver on that dawn when the courageous Ger- 
man submarines—and if the story is true 
they are due the tribute of courage for dash- 
ing into the very teeth of the enemy— 
appeared off the bar and with hulls just 
showing or periscopes ‘rising and falling, 
made their deadly bid for gaining an ad- 
vantage over the English navy. Add to that, 
the people looking on anxiously from the 
shore, the confusion and fog and chill of the 
early dawn, and the memory is an unmis- 
takable one. 


A PEST IN ALL LANDS. 


A committee report to the Federal Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ, assembled in 
Richmond, Va., deplores the spasmodic an- 
tagonism between this country and Japan,

The report. would have been more accu- 
rate had it stated that the jingo is a pestilence 
to which no one country has a peculiar 
claim. 

He flourishes in all climes and all ages, 
knows no flag and is equally at home in the 
paraphernalia of the jungle or a silk hat. 

Some men seem to be so constructed that 
their “patriotism” must take the form of 
violence and baiting, of suspicions of other 
nations, of unreasonable and insane thirst 


for strife. 


We have seen the type nearly plunge this 
country into war with Japan and, more lat- 
terly, with Mexico. 

In the halls of congress and the columns 
of yellow newspapers, we have seen a per- 
fect willingness to involve this nation with 
any other with which it may at the moment 
have had a trivial quarrel. It is no fault of 
the jingoes that we did not have serious 
trouble with England over the Hay-Paunce- 
fote treaty. 

A characteristic of the species is that it 
does its fighting by proxy. A jingo on the 
firing line is a paradox that has no wit- 
negses. All are long distance warriors, 
maneuvering for wholesale slaughter, for the 
desolation of homes, the widowing of women, 
the destruction of property, the undoing of 
the progress painfully achieved by civiliza- 
tion. 

If the world could universally declare 
war against the jingo, we should see an end 
of organized and licensed bloodshed. It is 
he, in all countries, that foments sentiment 
that makes hostilities irrevocable, and that 
plays into the hands of kaisers and kings 
with mad and secret ambitions. 

Fortunately, civilization everywhere is 
rousing to the folly and danger of the jingo. 
It is likely his influence will reach its apex 
with the present century.

ing of the federal reserve banking system 
was announced, and especially since the day 
When the system began operation, the re- 
mark has been made to the present writer 
by some of those who are familiar with the 
new Organization that there should be good 
understanding with the public of the dis- 
tinction between money panics and business 
panics and business distress. There seems to 
prevail, it was said, an idea that the new 
federal reserve system will make all kinds 
of panic hereafter impossible, But there are 
panics of two kinds, the characteristics of 
which are illustrated by the panic of 1893 
and’ the panic of 1907 on the one hand and 
what is sometimes called the silent or rich 
man’s panic of 1902. In 1893, business dis- 
tress prevailed and the number of bank- 
ruptcies was appalling, but there was no 
money panic until it became evident that 
unless the treasury department at Washing- 
ton was able to protect its gold the treasury 
would lapse to an exclusive silver basis. 
Then began, the money or currency panic. 
It was chatacterized by an ie vee aE 
hoarding of money. The banks practically 
suspended cash payments. This was coinci- 
dent with, but only indirectly a part of, the 
business prosteration. 

[n 1907, another currency panic began, 
and of such extraordinary character that, 
while many banks throughout the country 
were constantly increasing their .reserve, 
until in some cases these were three or four 
times greater than the amount commanded 
by law, nevertheless the banks would 
pay out cash except under compulsion, 
resorted to various devices, principally 


that is to say, by an exchange of credit. Yet 
at that time business in the United States 
was fairly good, and the prospects were ex- 
cellent for steady increase in domestic ih- 
dustry of all kinds. 

On the other hand,

tle under 10, and there were a number of 
venturesome persons who took a chance that 
the stock would go lower, and bought heav- 
ily of it. Within a few years that stock was 
quoted as high-as 90. There was 
at that time, but instead grievous demoral- 
ization in the securities market. 

What Heserve System Can Do. 
national banking system which 1s 
now in Operation can make money or cur- 
rency panic practically impossible, but it 
cannot, excepting to a limited extent, pre- 
vent that kind of business demoralization 
which follows overexpansion. This is the 
point which has been frequently made by 
those who are competent to explain the new 
federal reserve system, 
a few days has it been authoritatively and 
officially asserted. The address—which was 
practically informal—that was made %y 
Charles S. Hamlin, the titular 
federal reserve board at Washington, to the 
members of the chamber of commerce at a 
recent meeting was in considerable part de- 
voted to an exposition of this subject. Mr. 
Hamlin, from long experience in the treas- 
ury department and in other governmental 
service, was thoroughly qualified for service 
upon the new federal reserve board. That 
opinion was expressed with unanimity in 
this city when his appointment by President 
Wilson was made public. Therefore all that 
he had to say was listened to with keen 
interest. 

The relation of the federal reserve sys- 
tem to panic-staying power was the theme 
of Mr. Hamlin’s informal remarks. He, 
has observed, as many others have done, 
an opinion commonly prevails that the 
banking system, to wse his words, “will 
ulate panics to obscurity.” In the sense 
new banking system can make money 
panics practically impossible, that — state- 
ment, Mr. Hamlin asserted, is undoubtedly 
a correct one. But it is impossible for any 
banking system completely to control a dis- 
position of business men as a whole unduly 
to expand their business and to speculate, 
using that word in the technical meaning 
which commonly appertains to it. 

If All Were Members. 

Probably if all banks, including those op- 
erating under state charters, were members 
of the federal reserve system the American 
banks as a whole would have it within their 
power to check somewhat a disposition un- 
wisely to expand commercial undertakings. 
There was‘a clear intimation in Mr. Ham- 
lin’s remark that this is onerof the reasons 
why the federal reserve board believes that 
it will be of the highest advantage to 
country if the state-chartered institutions 
become as rapidly as possible members of 
the federal reserve district. 

One of the remarks made by Mr. Hamlin 
has been taken up and discussed with ap- 
proval in the financial district. He stated 
that there was one kind of panic which he 
believes the new federal reserve system will 
relegate to the museum which contains un- 
happy traditions of the past. That is the 
panic which formerly was forced by the ac- 
tion of various national banks. The man- 
agers of these banks began to get nervous. 
Thev began to call loans and then refused 
to extend loans or to make new ones. They 
began to hoard and in that way built up un- 
reasonably large reserves. Fierce competi- 
tion began between bank and bank and the 
public, which is quick to scent a disposition 
of that kind, took fright, so that there be- 
gan to be individual hoardings which in the 
aggregate reached a large sum. There died 
recently in a suburb of New York -a mer- 
chant of wealth, and it was discovered by 
the administrators of his é@state that he had 
been hoarding an amount estimated to be at 
about one-half of the aggregate value of his 
estate. He had had an unpleasant experi- 
ence with a bank. He became suspicious, 
and as rapidly as possible withdrew deposits 
in various banks and placed the cash in his 
safe-deposit vault. Under the new system 
this cannot happen. For there can be 
apeesy mobilization of reserves and far- 
reaching utilization of commercial paper so 
that liquid capital will be provided wherever 
needed. 

The comment which this statement of Mr. 
Hamlin has caused is this: There could not 
be a better proof offered of the fact that in 
spirit and in operation the federal 
system is based upon the principle of 
central bank, although at present this 
tral bank is divided into twelve branches, 
under the control of the federal reserve board 
at Washington. There continues to grow the 
impression that after a few years’ experi- 
ence with the new system congress will find 
it expedient to modify or to amend the law 
so as actually to establish at Washington a 
central reserve bank. HOLLAND,

Dover is only an hour from France by 
channel steamer, but it is upward of 500 
years distant from a hostile army. Since 
William the -Conqueror landed a few miles 
west of Dover in 1066, no one has made the 
18-mile crossing with hostile intent. Large 
numbers of the enemy have gotten within 
sight of the town, but they have invariably 
met an English battleship and have been 
compelled to swim home. 

Dover is a city of 50,6°9 people situated 
under the great chalk cliffs of the English 
coast and in a valley between two great 
hills. There is a castle and a lighthouse 
built by the Romans but repaired since then, 
on one hill and a citadel on the other. Be- 
low the cliffs igs a fine harbor full of mines 
and ready to receive German warships with 
marked hospitality.. Hidden away in the 
cliffs in caverns are countless big guns also 
ready to assist in’ the entertainment. Even 
in times of peace Dover is so full of British 
soldiers that the landscape has a scarlet 
tinge. 

Dover was a favorite Roman port 1800

For the last two months or more the 
picturesque Breton singer, with his sleek 
hair, his wide hatbrim, his flying ribbon 
and voluminous velvet breeches, looking for 
all the world like the painted figure on a 
piece of Breton pottery, has been traveling, 
staff in hand, from camp to camp, entertain- 
ing the fighting men of France with stirring 
ballads. Botrel’s work smacks of ancient 
warfare and its customs more even than the 
breastplates, hand grenades and _ spears 
which have proved their value on several oc- 
casions. No one knows who thought of the 
plan, but, at any rate, M. Millerand put it 
into effect, and Botrel has made a great im- 
pression upon the French armies. 

The soldiers are gathered together in a 
big hall, an impromptu and generally ‘inse- 
cure platform is rigged up and Betrol stands 
forth to recite his songs, some in the Breton 
dialect, others in French, but all touched 
with the lyric flame that carries simple 
words and simple thoughts straight to the 
hearts of the hearers.

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TWENTY INDICTMENTS 
“AGAINST SUTTLE 


Well-Known Deputy Sheriff Is 
Charged With Complicity in 
the Bond Scandal. 


_ Twenty indictments charging bond 
forgery and seven charging bribery 
were returned by the grand jury yes- 
terday against Deputy Sheriff John 
Suttles in the most startling turn that 
has yet been taken by the jury’s in- 
vestigation of the notorious bond scan- 
dal that has’ agitated courthouse cir- 
cles for months. 

Suttles was put under bond of $1,000 
on the forgery indictments and under 
$1,000 for bribery. Judge John T. Pen- 
dieton, in an open address following 
the jury’s action, scored the indicted 
deputy, and declared that he should be 
relieved of all official duties until his 
time of trial. 

Suttles will hold a conference with 
Sheriff Mangum, after which it is re- 
ported he will be suspended until he 
is arraigned in superior court on trial 
for the indictments. 

The jury did not stop at the indict- 
ments of Suttles. They returned 
forgery indictments against Emmett 
Blount a young lawyer, Whose name 
has hitherto been unconnected with 
the bond scandal, and against Charles 
Hillyer, the lawyer who is already 
under indictment for bond swindling. 
Additional indictments were also re- 
turned against Harry Latham, the for- 
mer court deputy, who is already un- 
f®r bond of $2,000. 

Suttles is one of the best known dep- 
uty sheriffs in the city. ror years 
he has been on night duty in the Tow- 
er, and has a wide acquaintance. 
made sweeping denials of all charges. 

Three indictments charging false- 
swearing in connection with the bond 
indictments were also presented against 
J. R. Hall and J. VD. Love, negroes, 
who are charged with being implicated 
in the alleged “bond syndicate.” All 
indictments, some fifty or more, that 
have been returned during the two 
months’ investigation by the grand 
jury, were.the result of the, vigorous 
¢rusade waged by Solicitor Dorsey 
a@ainst an alleged band of bond crooks 
who infested the courthouse, Tower ana 
police headquarters.

Washington, December 11.—Startling 
successes of submarines in the Euro- 
pean war have not swayed _ United 
States navy officials from their belief 
that all-bie-gun battleships of the 
dreadnaught type form the main de- 
The con- 
struction of two such ships next year 
was recommended by Secretary Daniels 
his annual report, submitted today 
to President Wilson. The navy gen- 
eral board urged the building of four. 
The complete ‘building program for 
the coming year recommended by Sec- 
retary Danieis comprises: : 

Two dreadnaughts, six‘ destroyers, 
eight or more submarines, one to be 
a large, sea-going craft and the others 
of smaller size for coast defense oper- 
ations; one gunboat and one fuel oil 


If this program is followed out, Mr. 
Daniels says, “the increase will be note- 
worthy and will give us a well-rounded 
navy, equal, if not superior, to that 
of any navy in the world, ship for ship 
und man for man.”

All other stocks will have to 
be bought strictly for cash or “regular 
way,” which is expected to put a check 
on speculative or marginal operations. 

Among the stocks that will not ap- 
pear on the open list and which will 
continue to be bought or sold in a semi- 
private way, are a number of the so- 
called internationals, including Union 
Pacific, Southern Pacific, Canadian Pa- 
cific, Baltimore and Ohio, New York 
Central, Illinois Central, United States 
Steel and Anaconda Mining. The prin- 
cipal reasons for the omissions of these 
stocks is that they are held largely 
abroad, Canadian Pacific and Baltimore 
and Ohio, especially being favorites of 
the Berlin market. 

Although assurances have been re- 
ceived by local international bankers 
that there is no danger of heavy sell- 
ing of these stocks, exchange authori- 
ties deemed it the safest course to 
keep them out of the open market. 

That the condition of the interna- 
tional list has improved appreciably is 
shown, however, in the latest list of 
minimum prices quoted by the ex- 
change.
